his native tongue. 
“W hen I first arrived at T he H ague,” 
Mr. Hollis said to me shortly after he 
returned therefrom , "I w as a little 
diffident about taking any active part 
in th e conference. 
A ndrew D. W hite, 
one of my associates, w as universally 
know n abroad because he bad served 
as a m b assador to G erm any, and also 
because of bis identification with Cor­ 
nel] university. H e w as well acquaint­ 
ed with the kaiser. 
My oth e r associ­ 
ate, Seth Low, w as also a m an of in 
ternatlonal reputation. 
So, you see, 
my first inclination was to keep in 
th e background as m uch as possible.

”1 for one did not believe th a t to 
be true. 
I m ade up my m ind th a t I 
would verify or disprove 
th e 
s ta te ­ 
m ent of the G erm an delegate, and to 
that end I w as able to secure a delay 
of a day or two in th e final discussion 
w ithout saying anything to anyone of 
my purpose. 
Then, quietly, I slipped 
out of The H ague by a nigh t train, 
and the following day was in close 
touch with the em peror of G erm any 
himself. 
A little Inquiry satisfied m e 
th a t the kaiser and his official family 
had been 
m isrepresented , as I bad 
suspected. 
But it was going to be a 
delicate m a tte r to m ake a re port of 
th a t kind at T he Hague. 
The G erm an 
delegate who had either deliberately 
or innocently m isrepresented his im ­ 
perial m aster m ight feel offended, and 
he certainly would not be disposed to 
feel very kindly tow ard me. 
"H ow ever, I was authorized tactful­ 
ly to report th a t th e feature which we 
A m ericans w ere especially desirous of 
seeing adopted would not be regarded 
w ith disapproval by the em peror or 
his official family. T h a t announcem ent 
I m ade in due course, and as tactfully 
and politely as I knew how. 
You can 
im agine th e surprise th a t w as caused 
by what I had to say. 
I w as asked 
bow I knew. 
‘I took the night train 
to Berlin and spent a few hours th ere 
since I last saw you,’ I replied. 
"T h a t 
reply 
w as 
sufficient. 
W e 
A m ericans had our w ay; and w hat we 
regarded as one of the m ost im portant 
m a tte rs b rought before 
T he 
H ague 
peace conference 
was in th a t 
way 
m ade certain of final adoption.”

T h e pa rk s th roughout the 
body of the city, instead of being large 
and few In num ber, should be of m e­ 
dium sJze, plentiful, well distributed 
and connected, togeth er with num e r­ 
ous parkw ays of liberal width. 
This 
a rra nge m e nt would give all pa rts of 
th e city convenient access to the park 
spaces, which, being th us arra nge d in 
a continuous system , could, w’hen once 
entered, be traversed throughout w ith­ 
out leaving it, if desired.— C harles W.

be governed efficiently, honestly and

sham e and ignominy.

There Is something 
characteristic 
about the dishes of different people, 
and in none is this more marked than 
1n their soups. 
Italian Soup.— Peel and blanch 50 
large chestnuts, cover with veal stock, 
add 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
bread 
crumbs, salt, pepper and nutmeg; sim­ 
mer two hours. Press through a sieve, 
measure the quantity of soup, and add 
half the quantity of hot milk. 
Thick­ 
en with the yolk of egg added to a 
little of the milk to thin before adding 
Serve with croutons. 
The Germans have a national repu­ 
tation for soups of all kinds, the fol­ 
lowing are two culled from a collec­ 
tion of reliable ones: 
German Veal Soup.— Put two pounds 
of the knuckle 
of 
veal 
into 
three 
quarts of water (cold), with salt, pep 
per, a carrot, onion and a clove to sea­ 
son. 
Sim m er for four 
hours, 
cool, 
and skim and strain. 
Reheat six cups 
of the stock, add half a cup of cold 
cooked verm icelli, a tablespoonful of 
chopped parsley, a grating of nutmeg 
and the yolk of an t%g blended with 
half a cup of milk. 
Reheat, but do 
not boil. 
German Tomato Soup.— Cut up one 
pound of the breast of veal, add the 
bones, one tablespoonful of butter, one 
onion and carrot cut fine, two cups of 
tomatoes and a green pepper. 
Sea­ 
son 
with pepper, 
salt and 
minced 
parsley; cover with three quarts 
of 
cold water, and simmer 
for 
three 
hours, skimming 
as 
needed. 
Skim 
out the bones, add a teaspoonful of 
sugar and one cup of cold boiled rice. 
French Potato Soup.— Reheat 
four 
cupfuls of veal stock. 
Add ten pota­ 
toes, peeled and cut fine, two sliced 
onions, two stalks of celery, and a ta 
blespoonful of butter. 
Add four slices 
of stale bread 
Simm er for two hours, 
rub through a fine sieve, season with 
salt,, pepper and nutmeg, and thicken 
with a tablespoonful each of flour and 
butter cooked and 
mixed 
with two 
cups of milk.

Vegetable Soup— Cut into dice two 
carrots, a quarter of a small cabbage, 
half a turnip, half an onion, a potato 
Mid two stalks of celery.

Down a Carpet— Paper W ill Stick 
Over W hitewash if Skim Milk

To clean tiled grates, a strong solu­ 
tion of washing soda thickened 
to 
make a paste with fuller's earth Is 
excellent. 
This will 
easily 
remove 
stains or grease, while it is equally 
efficient In the case of grease-spotted 
marble. 
The paste should be left on 
for an hour or two, and then washed 
off with a flannel dipped 
In 
a 
hot 
lather. 
In putting down a carpet it Is an ex­ 
cellent plan to slide a pair of goloshes 
over the shoes. 
The rubber enables 
the carpet to be 
drawn 
out 
and 
stretched by simply walking or push- 
j ing the carpet with the feet from the 
> center to the corners. 
In papering a room which has hith­ 
erto been whitewashed, It Is not easy 
| to make the paper adhere satisfac- 
! torily. The experiment should be tried 
of forming the paste with skim milk 
Instead of water. The milk must, how’- 
ever, be carefully skimmed so that 
every drop of the cream has been re­ 
moved, the whey of separated milk 
being the best for the purpose.

The best method of cleaning a mlr-

Lem on and wTater taken early each 
morning has become a common drink 
among women who value their com­ 
plexions.

Do not use too muc* lemon.

Juice of a third or half the fruit la 
enough.

Cut off only the section to be used 
and squeeze the juice from the cut 
portion. 
The rest can be turned, cut 
side down, in a cup or it can be put 
in the same position on waxed paper. 
This should be big enough to fold over 
the lemon and keep out the air. 
Treated in either of these ways, a 
lemon w ill keep several days ever. In 
hot weather.

Larded Liver. 


Cut haif a pound of fat salt pork 
into lardoons and thrust them about 
half an inch apart into fresh calf’s 
liver, so that they project on both 
sides. 
Put two tablespoons of butter 
into a saucepan with a small onion 
(m inced), pepper and 
some 
sweet 
herbs, chopped, also a few spoonfuls 
of strained tomato Junce. 
Cover close­ 
ly and set in a frying pan of boiling 
water for one hour, keeping the outer 
pan full all the time and turning the 
liver twice. 
Then take out the sauce­ 
pan and set over the 
fire, but 
cook 
slowly. 
When the liver is 
nicely 
hrowned below, turn It. 
At the end of 
40 minutes boll up once sharply and 
for the first time. 
Take ou the liver 
and keep hot. 
Add a little 
boiling 
water to the gravy, 
strain, 
thicken 
with browned flour and pour over the 
liver. 


Dried coffee grounds answer w’ell for 
filling 
a pincushion; they do not at­ 
tract moths like wool nor mice as 
bran does. 
Tinned fruits should he turned out 
of the tins two hours before using; 
the flavor of It Is greatly improved by 
this treatment.
